Russians Have Forced the 
River Lomnica at Kalusz. 
Nearly 1,000 Germans 
Were Captured and Also 
Many Guns. 


New York, July 13.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—Gaining momentum as it moves 
westward, the great Russian drive 
along the Dniester in Galicia continues 
successfully. The fighting is progress- 
ing on a 50-mile front from Halicz 
to the foothills of the Carpathians and 


all along the line the Russians are ad- 


vancing. 

Northwest of Halicz on Thursday 
the Russians énlarged their gains north 
of the Dniester, ‘capturéd important 
heights between the river and Bukazo- 
wice and occupied two villages. This 
advance is in the direction of Lem- 
berg. 

In the center and on the southern 
end of the line, the Russians have

River Lomnica. They have made prog- 
ress on the road to Dolina and have 
captured the crossings of the Lomnica

Phoenix, Ariz., July 138.—Governor 
Campbell this morning received the 
following message from President 
Wilson: 

“Secretary of war has instructed 
General Parker to send officers to 
Arizona at once to report to him 
conditions there with a view to co- 
operating in the maintenance of or- 
der. 

‘Meantime, may I not respectfully 
urge the great danger of citizens 
taking the law into their own hands, 
as your report indicates their hav- 
ing done. I look upon such actions 
with grave apprehensions. A very 
serious responsibility is assumed 
when such-precedents ere set. 

(Signed) “WOODROW WILSON.”

of starvation which today became very 


real for the 1,200 men who were de- 
ported from Bisbee, Ariz., yesterday as 
members of the I. W. W. was abated 
with the arrival here of two cars of 
provisions from the United States army 
base at El Paso. A truck load of sup- 
plies from Columbus also arrived to- 
night. 

Acting under orders from Governor 
Lindsey to arrest the deported men, 
Sheriff Simpson, of Luna county, and 
District Attorney J. S. Vaught arrived 
here tonight. The officers have orders 
to take the 1,200 men to Columbus, 
where they will be held in restraint 
and fed at the state’s expense until 
final arrangements have been made for 
their disposition. - 

Governor Lindsey telegraphed the 
state and war departments and Presi- 
dent Wilson that he considered the 
refugees a national problem, and to- 
night he was awaiting a reply to his 
request that the state be relieved of 
responsibility for the charges thrust 
upon it by Arizona. 

Responsibility for Deportation. 

Apparently responsibility for the de- 
portation was fixed today when Gen- 
eral Superintendent F. B. King, of the 
El Paso and Southwestern, declared 
in Douglas that Walter Douglas, a vice 
president of that road, had instructed 
him to transport the men to Columbus. 
Douglas is a leading official of the 
Phelps-Dodge corporation, which is 
heavily interested in Bisbee mines. The 
idea in taking them to that point was 
to force their care onto military au- 
thorities stationed there, King indi- 
cated. 

The situation here today was a queer 
one. The commander of the troops 
here confined his efforts to preserving 
order and carrying out the dictates of 
humanity in seeing the deported horde 
did not suffer from hunger. The for- 
mer Bisbeeans were left pretty much 
to themselves and those with money 
besieged the little railroad telegraph 
office with telegrams of protest to state 
officials, telegrams asking for aid and 
telegrams notifying their families, some 
of them in Bisbee, that they were all 
right. This flood of messages made 
transmission of press dispafches diffi- 
cult. Some were taken to Columbus 
for filing. 

There was no attempt at violence and 
no disorder has been reported by any 
citizen of this town. Except a few who 
started afoot for Columbus or some 
other point within striking distance, 
most of them simply made the best of 
their lot. Their attitude was one of 
restraint rather than apathy. 

Labor Advocate Makes Statement. 

W. B. Cleary, Bisbee attorney and 
well-known labor advocate, who was 
deported with the others, has taken 
unofficial charge of the party. He has 
counseled that the deported men make 
the best of the situation. Cleary is- 
sued the following statement tonight: 

“There were 1,286 men deported from 
Bisbee yesterday. With few exceptions 
they were all under-ground miners, the 
others being small business men of the 
Warren district. The men were on 
a strike for better conditions, particu- 
larly for two men on a machine, which 
is the custom in most mining districts. 

“The men also asked discontinuance 
of the physical examination which 
every man is obliged to submit to be- 
fore obtaining a job. Under its guise

BRITISH BATTLESHIP 


SUNK BY EXPLOSION 
OVER 700 MEN LOST 


Officially Announced That. 
Vanguard Was Destroyed 
While at Anchor by In- 
ternal Explosion. 


ONLY THREE OF CREW 
SURVIVED EXPLOSION 


And One of Them Has 
Since Died—95 Officers 
and Men Were Absent 
From Vessel When the 
Disaster Occurred. 


London, July 13.—The British battle- 
ship Vanguard blew up and sank on 
July 9, says an official statement is- 


sued tonight by the British admiralty. 

An internal explosion while the ship 
was at anchor caused the disaster to 
the Vanguaii. Only three men of those 
on board survived a:.d one of them has 
since died. Twenty-four officers and 
71 men, however, were not on board at 
the time of the explosion. 

The official statement reads: 

“H. M. S. Vanguard, Captain James 
D. Dick, blew up while at anchor on the 
night of July 9 as the result of an in- 
ternal explosion. 

“The ship sank immediately and there 
were only three survivors among those 
aboardship at the time of the dis- 
aster—one officer and two men. The 
officer has since died. There were, 
however, 24 officers and 71 men not 
thus bringing 
the total number 6f survivors to 97. 

“A full inquiry has been ordered.” 


The British battleship Vanguard dis- 
placed 19,250 tons and her complement 
before the war was 870 men. The Van- 
guard belonged to the St. Vincent class 
of dreadnaughts and was launched in 
March, 1909. The Vanguard was 536 
feet long with a beam of 84 feet and 
a draft of 27 feet. Her armament con- 
sisted of ten 12-inch guns, 18 four- 
inch and four 3-pounders in addition 
to three torpedo tubes.

GERMANY’S CRISIS 
WILL ‘NOT AFFECT 
MILITARY POWER 


Washington, July 13.—The German 
political crisis centers principally on 
the questions of peace and internal re- 
form, according to a review of state 
department advices issued tonight by 
the committee on public information 
and ‘“‘there is not the slightest reason 
to believe that it will result in any- 
thing remotely approaching revolution, 
or any diminution of Germany's mili- 
tary power.” 

The review says it 
Germany’s food supply will hold out 
till the present crop is harvested, al 
though the sufferings of the poor have 
been intensified greatly during the past 
five months. 

Military domination has reached such 
a stage in Germany, the review says, 
that the imperial chancellor is utterly 
without authority over the military 
leaders who do as they please “and 
leave the civil authorities to come 
along behind and apologize.” 

“In spite of the bitterness of 
present contest in Berlin, there is not 
the slightest reason to believe that 
it will result in anything remotely 
approaching revolution, or in any dimi- 
nution of Germany's military power. 
The crisis probably will lead to internal 
reforms which from the point of view 
of Germany. vill seem coiossal, byt 
will be, in truth, only the first Steps 
toward making the German people 
masters of their own destiny. 

“At present not only has the reichs- 
tag no control whatever over the chan- 
cellor, who is responsible to the em- 
peror alone, but the chancellor is ut- 
terly without authority .over the mili- 
tary leaders. . . . Unless the pres- 
ent crisis develops far beyond its pres- 
ent scope, it will not begin to make 
Germany a democratic nation. 

“There is reason to believe that the 
influence of Austro-Hungary is behind 
the sudden swing of the centrum to 
| co-operation with the socialists and the 
radicals. Count Tisza no longer stands 
in the way of peace on the basis of sta- 
tus quo ante bellum, with his desire to 
retain Mt. Lovchen and the northwest- 
ern corner of Serbia. The new leaders 
of Hungary are for peace without an- 
nexation or indemnities.

Washington, July 13.—A formal order 
by President Wilson drafting 687,000 
men into the military service under the 
selective conscription law was promul- 
gated today by the war department, 
together with an official allotment 
showing what part of the total must 
be furnished by each state and terri- 
tory. 

The only steps now remaining are 
distribution by the governors of state 
quotas among the local exemption dis- 
tricts, and the great lottery, which 
probably will be held next week to 
establish the order in which regis- 
trants are to present themselves for 
service or exemption. 

The men summoned for service will 
be used to fill the regular army and 
national guard to war strength and to 
organize the first 500,000 of the new

Gregon’'s 
gross quota was 7,737 men, but the 
state has 4,683 national guardsmen and 
has given 1,974 war recruits to the reg- 
ular army. In all Oregon had credit 
for 6,657 volunteers to apply against 
her gross quota, which has reduced her 
net quota to 717 men. 

Arizona, on the other hand, with a 
gross quota of 4,478 men, has only 727 
in the national guard and has recruited 
tjnly 171 men eince April 1 for the —_ 
Ulars, makes the state’s net quota aft- 
er adjustment, 3,472. 

New York, with the maximum popu- 
lation and a gross quota of 122,424 men, 
found a total of 52,971 volunteers dur- 
ing the three months, including her 
existing force of 23,495 guardsmen. 
Her net quota, therefore, is reduced to 
69,241. 


Preparing for Lottery. 

Preparations for the great drawing 
went ahead steadily today. Of the 
4,559 exemption districts, the papers 
of 3,500 have now reached Washington 
and hundreds more may be in the 
mails. The date of the drawing cannot 
be fixed until the last district has re- 
ported. 

Officials still declined to give exact 
details of the plans for the drawing, 
further than Secretary Baker’s§ an- 
nouncement that each man of the 10,- 
000,000 would know after it was over 
his place among the registered men 
of his district, and order of liability 
of service. It may be necessary to 
draw approximately 7,000 numbers to 
accomplish this result. The fact that

By the grace of kind Providence, no one 
was killed; although it was, of course, by 
the merest chance that the entire party 
escaped death. 

The husband and father says he “heard 
no whistle nor no bell.” 

Had his driver yielded to the impulse of 
the first law of nature—had he exercised 
the slightest degree of precaution—and 
stopped before essaying to speed across the 
tracks, the entire party not only would have 
heard the train, but would have seen it. 

A lumbering freight train, going at the 
rate of speed at which this one must have 
been going—and as it had a perfect right 
to do on its own tracks—cannot sneak up 
on an alert autoist unheard, if the man at 
the wheel has his wits about him and his 
ears open. And if he has his wits about him, 
possessing enough human intelligence to 
master the art of driving a machine, he cer- 
tainly should have prudence enough, and 
care enough fog the lives of himself and of 
his passengers, to “Stop, Look and Listen” 
before attempting to cross a railroad, where 
everybody knows danger continuously lurks. 

If such accidents as this at Bolton were 
exceptional there might be a meed of pal- 
Hation, but they are of so frequent occur- 
rence that they have become almost com- 
monplace. Yet they are none the less ap- 
palling. 

And the worst feature of them is that 
every one of them was avoidable and wholly 
without extenuation or excuse. 

In all such instances it is a case of 
minutes versus eternity! The haste-mad 
autoist, rather than lose a few minutes’ time 
in safeguarding the lives in his keeping at 
@ railroad crossing, risks the catapulting of 
himself and those who trust him, into eter- 
nity! He thinks he has “plenty of time” and 
“can make it!” 

Often he does “make it” in safety; too 
often, however, he does not! And the am- 
bulances, doctors, hospitals, mortuaries and 
gextons are often worked overtime in caring 
for and disposing of the victims of his fool- 
hardiness!—to say nothing of the suffering, 
the lifetime cripples, the broken hearts and 
shattered hopes that follow in the train! 

; The Georgia assembly will consider legis- 
lation to compel all drivers of motor vehicles 
to come to a dead stop before undertaking 

to cross any railroad track. 

| If it requires a penal statute to check 
this ruthless, inexcusable slaughter of hu- 
man beings, Georgia might as well follow 
the example of other states, and invoke it.

Under such a law as the Barfield bill 
contemplates, state convicts would be under 
the medical jurisdiction of whatever county 
doctor in whose county they might happen 
to be at work, with no particular one re- 
sponsible for their physical care;, whereas, | 
under the system as it is, if anything goes | 
amiss the public knows exactly where to 
place the blame: In the office of the state 
prison commission. 

Even with the humanity element out of 
the reckoning, the method proposed is as 
politically bad as it is fundamentally retro 
active. And it would constitute the first 
mole-hole through the dyke which would 
eventually lead to the destruction of the 
entire structure; for if the designation of 
prison physicians is taken from the central 
authority and placed with the sundry county 
officials, why should not the principle apply 
with equal justification to all other em- 
ployees having to do with the care and 
guardianship of convicts? 

Pass this bill, and the first thing Georgia 
would know the entire fabric of its convict 
system would be torn forty ways and shot 
full of holes, with no fixed center of redress, 
no fixed center of responsibility. 

This bill is impossible! 


FOR PROTECTION OF GIRLHOOD. 


Representative Dr. John C. White, of Ful- 
ton county, has introduced a Dill in the 
Georgia legislature to raise the statutory 
age of consent in this state from ten years, 
as now, to fifteen. 

This is one bill that ought to become law 
without one dissenting vote. 

It could work no possible injury upon 
anyone; but it would throw a legal guard 
round the little girls of the state to pro- 
tect them against the criminal abuse of 
brutes, and would relieve the state of a dis- 
graceful and a disgusting license. 

Under the law as it stands a physically- 
mature man—regardless of age or experi- 
ence—may inveigle a little girl of ten years 
into “consenting” to her own ruin, and be 
acting wholly within the law. 

That there is no legal redress to be had 
against such a person is preposterous. 

Georgia is not only alone among the 
states of the union in the fixing of its legal 
“age of consent” so low, but there is only one 
other political unit of the civilized world 
which has the age so low as ten years, and 
that is Hawali. Mississippi approaches near- 
est the Georgia legal age, its being twelve 
years. The rest of the states range from 
fourteen to twenty-one years. 

Certainly fifteen years is low enough. 
Perhaps Dr. White’s bill would more ade- 
quately meet the proprieties did it fix the 
age at sixteen—or even more—instead of 
fifteen years; because a little girl of fifteen 
years ordinarily does not possess sufficient 
mental strength and judgment to enable her 
to pit her wits against those of a designing 
would-be traducer and hold her own against 
his advances. s 

Not only for the conservation of our girl- 
hood, the heightening of our moral stand- 
ards, and the removal of a stigma from the 
fair name of Georgia, but for the physical 
well-being of our own boys and young men 
as well, this reform should be invoked. 

It is one of those things against which 
nothing can be said, but with everything 
relating to morals, character, chivairy, hu- 
manity and physical standards to be said in 
its favor. 

We recommend that “this bill do pass!” 


COUNTIES AND GOOD ROADS. 


It is gratifying to note the general quick- 
ening of good-roads sentiment throughout 
the counties of Georgia. 

Perhaps the war has something to do 
with it. At any rate, improved highways are 
a prime necessity in the moving of troops 
and transportation of supplies in time of 
war; and thus just now the promotion of 
road building and improvments may proper- 
ly be catalogued under the head of patriotic 
service. 

According to a news dispatch from Way- 
cross, Ga., “right behind the announcement 
that Charlton county is going to repair its 
link in the Dixie highway, comes the report 
that Coffee county is going to make its part 
of the highway as good as any between 
Macon and Jacksonville.” And a gang of 
men has been put on the job to bring this 
about. 

That is precisely the proper spirit, and 
it bespeaks a wonderful improvement in the 
highway system of Georgia. Once the coun- 
ties begin vying with each other in a spirit 
of friendly rivalry over highway perfection, 
and it will not be long until the entire state 
“sets the fever,” and no man can estimate 
the beneficial result. 

Now let what Charlton has done, and 
what Coffee and others are doing, serve to 
spur on the rest of the counties of Georgia. 
Let the rest emulate the few which have 
gone about this matter seriously and with 
vim, and before long Georgia will possess 
a system of good roads which will be a pleas- 
ure and a source of pride to evéry citizen. 

And every day is golden now, before the 
fall rains come to make road building im- 


practical.

Mrs. William Lawson Peel 
Urges That State University 
Be Thrown Open to Women 


Editor Constitution: When we remember 
that the first state in the union to found 
a state university’ was the state of Georgia; 
that in 1836, on motion of honorable Duncan 
G. Campbell, the state legislature granted 
to the Wesleyan Female college at Macon, 
Ga. (which was the first college in the world 
to grant a diploma to woman), a charter, “in 
order,” as the bill states, “that our daughters 
should have equal advantages with our sons;” 
that in the year 1917 a body of men composed 
of such representative, brilliant, capable and 
gallant men as the Georgia legislature should 
deny to women the right to enter the state 
university, it is wonderful. 

I am under the impression that the United 
States government makes large appropria- 
tions to the state university for the better- 
ment of the youth of the state without ref- 
erence to sex. That is intended for all our 
young people alike, and in the event that 
this privilege is longer withheld from our 
women something might happen to that ap- 
propriation. We lappreciate deeply the con- 
cern of these representative sons of Georgia, 
which concern, as Mrs. Black so aptly said, 
goes all in one direction, so that we do not 
know whether we are seeking our rights at 
the hands of a submarine or an airship. We 
beg our legislature to remember that there 
are only three states in the union whose 
state universities are not open to all alike. 
Already women have been entering some 
of the departments of the university through 
the back door. Would it be any greater 
test of their morality if they came up the 
front steps? This privilege should not be 
extended to women any longer on the half- 
shell. There is every reason why the pres- 
ent moment is the propitious time. 

Of course, any curtailment of the expense 
of the University of Georgia will not be con- 
sidered for a moment in view of the war. 
‘Every department must be run just as it 
has been. But it goes without saying that 
many men and boys called to the colors will 
not be there to partake of this advantage; 
therefore, at the present time, above all 
others, the door should be open to women 
that they may enjoy this rich feast without 
the expenditure of a penny by this great 
commonwealth. 

When the registration of Fulton county 
was called for by the government, appeal aft- 
er appeal was made through the press for 
volunteers to do the arduous work required. 
No one responding, the National League for 
Woman's Service came forward and volun- 
teered to do the job. They had 150 women 
The twenty-three 
thousand and odd names of registrants were 
card-indexed, numbered, alphabetically and 
by wards, systematically arranged and put 
in packages and typewritten lists furnished 
the mayor, all in perfect order and without 
Atlanta was said to be the only 
in the United States where this work 
was done without cost to the government. 
Now, how were we able to do this patriotic 
work? By going through our own registra- 
tion lists, selecting the capable and educated 
women, and inducing them to contribute

HOW TO BEAT OLD NIC. 

Scientific physicians all agree that to- 
bacco, when used by minors, that is to say, 
boys under twenty-five, causes a measurable 
reduction of mental and physical efficiency. 
Every practicing doctor knows that tobacco 
is a cause of hardening of the arteries. Good 
authorities believe that it favors lip, tongue 
and tHroat cancer. And the man on the street 
is well aware that it produces “heartburn,” 
stomach trouble, disturbed heart function 
and catarrhal conditions of the throat. Some 
of the most distressing cases of angina pec- 
toris (heart pang) are unquestionably caused 


by tobacco and relieved only when tobacco 
is given up. Tobacco amblyopia (loss of 
vision) is well known. 

I personally believe that tobacco, when 
used by boys under twenty-five, almost in- 
variably leads to moral weakness. Therefore, 
as a doctor, I believe it should be made a 
very serious crime for a boy under twenty- 
five years of age to have tobacco in his pos- 
session. I am speaking, if you please, not as 
a foe of tobacco, for I love my pipe. I speak 
as a physician of experience. 

Some tobacco users can break the habit 
by an effort of the will. More require as- 
Sistance. So many readers have written for 
such assistance that it may be well to re- 
peat here the measures which have proved 
helpful in beating old Nicotine, 

1. Adopt a diet without meat, fish or 
eggs for a period of not less than three 
weeks. (This includes meat soups). Meat 
extractives, being stimulating, whet the 
craving for tobacco. 

2. Eat apples or other whole fresh fruits 
three times a day. Fruit acids diminish the 
craving. 

38. Keep some good candy on hand and 
eat some when the desire for tobacco grows 
insistent. Sugar is an immediately available 
source of energy, and an antidote to alcohol 
and tobacco appetite. 

4. Avoid the association of smokers. 

5. Walk at least two miles a day, or take 
fifteen minutes of gymnastic exercise at 
home—enough to get a little tired. 

6. Rinse the mouth and gargle the throat 
night and morning with a very weak solu- 
tion of silver nitrate—thirty grains (30) ina 
pint of distilled water, kept in an amber bot- 
tle away from the light. Use not over a 
tablespoonful at a time. 

7. If your general condition warrants it, 
ask your doctor to prescribe an active tonic 
for temporary use, but beware of alleged 
tonics containing alcohol. 

8. If the intestinal function is not active, 
take every second morning a full dose of any 
saline cathartic—epsom, rochelle, carlsbad 
salts, phosphate of soda, siedlitz powder, 
magnesium citrate, it doesn’t matter what 
saline. 

Follow this regimen for three weeks and 
you will have conquered the habit.

This machine gun was 
trained on the miners. 

“There was no resistance on the part 
of the miners so far as I observed. 
After the first shock was off the men 
seemed to take their plight good- 
naturedly. 

“The men were entrained on twenty- 
four cars waiting on a siding near the 
park. Cattle cars and box cars were 
used for this purpose. 

“As each man approached the train 
he was forced to walk between a 
guuntliet of armed men and in some 
instances with the guns pointed to- 
wards him. He was asked whether he 
was willing to go back to work or not. 
If he said he would go back to work 
‘he was turned loose and allowed to 
mingle with the armed guards, 

“A few agreed to go back to work. 
The rest were entrained. It took 
about an hour and half to get all the 
men aboard. About noon the train 
Wus started toward New Mexico. On 
top of each car were a large number 
of armed guards and along the rail- 
road track for miles the train was ac- 
companied by automobiles with men 
holding guns fixed upon the. railroad 
cars.

Water Supply Gave Out. 

“Many of the cars had sufficient wa- 
ter durin the trip, but in w number 
of them the water supply gave out be- 
tween 3 and 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon. On the way to Columbus, when 
the train was stopped, the guards, 186 
in number, would permit the men to 
leave the train and go to other cars 
to get a drink of water, but on the 
return trip from Columbus this per- 
mission was not accorded. 

“We arrived at Columbus between 
9:30 and 10 o'clock last night and left 
about midnight, arriving at Hermanas 
about 3 o'clock this morning. 

“During the ride back the men in 
the car was in had no water from 
the time we left Columbus until we 
reached Hermanas. This was a box 
car which was overcrowded, making 
it impossible for all of the men to sit 
down on the floor at the same time. 
Many were forced to stand hours at a 
time letting the weaker men sit. 

“When we arrived at Hermanas we 
were not allowed the privilege of 
leaving the train and shots were fired 
from the roofs of the cars for the pur- 
pose of intimidating. 

“There was much walking on top of 
the cars by the guards and then sud- 
denly complete silence. At first the 
men thought it might be a ruse to 
have some of them attempt to leave 
the cars. . 

“While many of the men, it is true, 
are members of what is kown as the 
. W. W., nevertheless they are law- 
abiding and peaceful. 

“Many who have lived 
years—some for as long 
years and have their wives 
lies there now are very 
return.

CORPORATION OFFICERS 
IMPOSED CENSORSHIP. 


lbouglas, Ariz., July 13.—The censor- 
ship imposed on Associated l’ress dis- 
patches filed here and in Bisbee ves- 
terday during the deportation of nearly 
1,200 members of the Industrial Work- 
ers of the World from Bisbee, was di- 
rected by two officers of the Vhelps- 
Dodge corporation—Robert Rea, gen- 
eral auditor of the corporation, and H. 
li. Stout, superintendent of the Copper 
Q@ueen smelter here. These men and 
not an army officer, as reported to the 
outside world by the Western Union 
office here at the time, were the ones 
who issued the censorship orders to the 
telegraph company. 

The report that the military had es- 
tablished the censorship Was wWue, ac- 
cording to Manager Tillotson, of the lo- 
cal Western Union office, to the fact 
that Mr. Stout 1s generally known as 
“captain,” and that his dress is similar 
to that of an army man. Mr. Tillot- 
son told the Associated Press after the 
censorship had been removed and an 
investigation made that he thought 
Mr. Stout was a captain in the regular 
army and that he was bound to ovey 
his censorship orders. 

Mr. Stout admitted today that he had 
directed the censorship, but said he 
had acted on instructions “from the 
sheritf's office at Bisbee.” Pressed as 
to who in the sherifft’s office had au- 
thority to censor telegrams, Mr. Stout 
was unable to designate from what 
person he had received his instructions, 
but persisted that they came from Bis- 
bee. Sheriff Harry CC. Wheeler, who 
went to Columbus with the cattle train 
on which the men were deported, re- 
turned to lbouglas today.

INSURANCE COMPANIES 
PAID $1,141,000 HERE 


The largest sum in payment of life 
insurance in Georgia in 1916 was re- 
ceived by the estate of the late Isaac 
H. Hiysch, of Atlanta. This was shown 
by the report of the Insurance Press 
which was made public yesterday. The 
amount was for $132,500. The next 
largest was on policies held by Joseph 
Richardson, of East Lake, Atlanta. This 
sum was for $89,500. 

The report shows that the increase in 
insurance for 1916 was greater than 
any other year in the history of life 
insurance. About $4,500,000,000 in new 
business was written im the United 
States and Canada last year. The larg- 
est payment on a single life im 19164 
was in the case of Thomas L. Shevlin, 
of Minneapolis, who died on December 
44 1915. The policy was for $1,525,- 
000. 
The total claims paid in Atlanta 
amounted to $1,141,000, this city rank- 
ing thirty-sixth in the cities of the 
United States.

Under Flurry 


ON THE COTTON MARKET 


Attention of Trade Has Been 


Zig-Zagging Between Weath- 
er and Washington News. 


New York, July 13.~The cotton mar- 
ket has been very nervous and irregu- 
lar during the past week with the at- 
tention of the trade divided between 
thes progress of the crop and political 
deve opments. 

Nervousness over droughty condi- 
tions in the southwest and the more 
optimistic view of peace prospects pro- 
moted by the news from Germany, 
were the factors on the early week 
advance. 

October contracts which had sold as 
low as 24.20 on the decline which fol- 
lowed the publication of the July bu- 
reau, touched 26.47 on Monday. 

Disposed to Take Profits. 

This advance proved sufficient to 
attract a good deal of realizing, and the 
disposition to take profits was tncreas- 
ed during the middle of the week by 
the appearance of scattering showers 
in Texas, and expectations of improved 
crop accounts from that quarter. Aft- 
er reacting to 25.26 for October, the 
market turned steadier on reports that 
the southwestern showers had been in- 
sufficient and a revival of peacéd ru- 
more, with that delivery’ selling at 
25.75 during today's trading. 

Advices from Washington indicating 
that cotton might be added to the list 
of commodities, exports of which will 
be subject to government control, had 
an unsettling effect on sentiment, but 
the bearish view of restrictions was 
probably offset by the bearing that 
such restrictions might have upon the 
duration of the war. 

The weekly report of the weather 
bureau was considered too spotted to 
create much sentiment, and toward the 
end of the week a few scattering com- 
plaints of too much rain were received 
from the eastern belt, although it is 
rumored that reliminary returns to 
one of the southern statistical bureaus 
indicated an average improvement of 
two per cent tn condition since the end 
of June. 

New Crop in Southwest. 

A few bales of new crop cotton have 
been reported in the southwest, with 
these reports accompanied by talk of 
an easier spot basis, but July contracts 
here have been relatively firm, and it 
is said that a good premium on July 
is bid for cotton out of the local stock. 
Ocean freight rates to Liverpool have 
declined from the rate of $6 recently 
paid to $5, but no change has been re- 
ported in marine war risks and the ex- 
port outlook is generally regarded as 
very uncertain by local traders.

STEELS. HAMMERED 


Another Flurry in Call 
Loans, and a Steady De- 
cline in Liberty Bonds Cre- 
ate an Unfavorable Senti- 
ment, With Bears Active.

New York, July 13.—Extension of the 
short interest, a rise in call loans to 
5% per cent and the unfavorable sen- 
timent created by further steady de- 
clines in Liberty Bonds accounted in 
varyine degree for the depressed tone 
, Of today’s market in Wall street. 

Professional selling met with little 
resistance on the continued abs‘ention 
of public interest. Peace reports and 
intimations that the arrangement be- 
tween the government and the steel 
manufacturers was far from satisfac- 
tory, accelerated the decline, which was 
at its height in the last horr. 

The bears concentrated their attacks
